Rome, Jan. 26—Pope Benedict was 
entombed with solemn and impressive 
ceremony this afternoon. 
His body 
enclosed in three caskets and dressed 
in the pontifical robes lies in a crypt 
under the great basilica of St. Peters 
to .the right of entrance. 
The his­ 
toric and beautiful ritual was wit­ 
nessed only by 
members 
of 
the 
sacred college, members of the ponti­ 
fical household and the papal nobility 
and 
diplomats 
accredited

vatican. 
The great' bronze doors of St. Pet­ 
ers had been closed at noon cutting 
off the stream of humanity which 
for more than three days had been 
passing before the catafalgue where 
the body lay in state.

It rested upon a bier which was borne 
upon the shoulders of the red-robed 
ushers whose usual functions are to 
carry the pope on the papal chair in 
pontical procession.

Ju st now a belated effort is under 
way to find out some of the facta 
about government business and gov­ 
ernment employment. 
The Bureau of 
the Budget lias been organized and 
is In operation under the direction of 
Charles G. Dawes. 
Both houses of congress are work­ 
ing on the problem of reclassification 
of government position*, and salaries. 
Tht* Veterans’ bureau has been or­ 
ganized and has taken over the bureau 
of war risk insurance, that part of 
the public health service which had 
to do with veterans, and all of the 
work of the federal heard for voca­ 
tional 
education 
except 
that 
part 
which had to do with tho treatment of 
persons injured In the industries. 
There is also tilt? inquiry being made 
by Hie joint committee on tile re­ 
organ I/.a tion 
of 
the 
administrative 
branch of tho government of tile two 
house of congress, of which I have 
spoken. W alter F. Brown of Ohio Is 
chairman of this committee, represent­ 
ing President Harding. 
The members 
of the committee are, on the part of 
the senate. Senators Smoot of I tab, 
Harrison of Mississippi and Wads­ 
worth of New York. Tile members on 
the part of the house are Repre­ 
sentatives Reavis of Nebraska, Temple 
of Pennsylvania and Moore of Virginia. 
The job of this Joint committee is 
to “make a survey of the administra­ 
tive services of the government for the 
purpose of securing alj pertinent facts 
regarding their powers and duties, 
their distribution among the several 
executive departments, and the over­ 
lapping and duplication of authority.” 
In reporting the resolution from tile 
judiciary committee to the house the 
members wore .told: 
It fs a m atter of common knowledge 
th a t millions of dollars are wasted by 
the governm ent by the almost endless 
duplication of activities. 
There has been 
no fundam ental change In the adminis­ 
trative activities stnce the organisation 
was devised by Alexander Hamilton, and 
the result Is that activities entirely out I ]j(.uor 
of harm ony with the functions of dep art­ 
m ents Have grown with the passing years 
until the government of the United States 
has become not only the biggest business 
in the world, but the world a worst m an ­ 
aged busine*.*. 
The purpose of the resolution Is to 
ascertain so far as possible the extent 
of the overlapping and duplication of ac­ 
tivities, 
with the view 
that, numerous 
commissions and bureau* m ay be elimi­ 
nated and a g reat saving effected In the j 
governm ental expenditures. 
The comm it­ 
tee feels th at no more constructive legis­ 
lation Is possible under existing condi­ 
tions than the legislation proposed by 
the resolution. 
W ith the present condi­ 
tion of the nation’s finance* and the b u r­ 
dens the people suffer because of exces­ 
sive taxation, 
an y legislative m easure 
looking to real economy should commend 
Itself to the sym pathetic attention of the 
bouse, and we feel th a t the passage of 
this resolution and th* work of the com­ 
mittee which will be done under Its a u ­ 
thority will result in the saving of mil­ 
lions annually. 
It rati bs predicted with considerable 
assurance that nothing will come of 
this proposed voyage of discovery un­ 
less we, the shareholders In the enter­ 
prise. maintain an active, lively, sus­ 
tained interest in it. One thing is al­ 
ways tine of the house of repre­ 
sentative*—It 
is representative. 
I f 
w# breathe warmly upon It, it glows. 
If we are indifferent it becomes cold. 
This isn’t the first time that a plan 
has been set in motion to find out 
something about how the government’s 
business is conducted. 
The earliest inquiry into tile ad­ 
ministrative methods of the executive 
departments was ninde by tile Cockrell 
commission in 1**17. 
Six years later, 
In IWW, a Joint commission, of which 
Representative Dockery was chairman, 
was appointed to examine the status 
of the laws organizing the depart­ 
ments. 
President Roosevelt In 1905 
named an interdepartmental committee, 
of which C. H. Keep, assistant secre­ 
tary of the treasury, was chairman, to 
consider department methods. Presi­ 
dent Taft in turn, Ju 11*10, named a* 
commission on economy and efficiency 
of which 
Frederick Cleveland 
was 
chairman. 
Broadly 
and 
generally 
speaking, 
nothing came of these enterprises. 
You and I—commonly and vaguely 
known as tile public—were not In­ 
terested, and neither was congress. 
That ended it. 
But Just now, at this moment, we 
have the hest chance we ever had to 
find out about our commot) business 
and how to improve it and lesson Its 
coal to us. 
The burden of supporting 
It is heavier than ever before. 
You will perhaps notice all through 
these articles that the information 
supplied me nhont the general facia 
of government employment and govern­ 
ment 
business 
are 
in 
terms 
of 
estimates and approximations. 
This 
Is one of tile defects of government 
organization. 
It is so large and so 
formless, and its parts so unrelated,
